ISLAMABAD, May 14 — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization was elected Wed- 
nesday vice chairman of the steering commit- 
tee of the 1 1th Islamic foreign ministers con- 
ference. 

The steering committee opened a two day 
meeting here Wednesday. The conference 
mil open May 17 at 4 p.m. at local rime. 

Niaz ftaik, ambassador at the Pakistani 
foreign ministry, was elected chairman. 

Meanwhile, in a press conference, follow- 
ing the opening session of the steering com- 
mittee, Niaz rejected speculations in local 
newspapers here that Pakistan would call for 
a meeting of Islamic defense ministers. 

Saudi Arabia will be represented at the 
conference by a powerful 25 member delega- 
tion, led by her foreign minister. Prince Saud 
bin Faisal, which indudes Sheikh Abdur 
Rahman Mansuri and Sheikh Abdullah All 
Riza. deputy ministers for political and 
economic affairs respectively. 

The preparatory committee of tbe confer- 
ence was reported to have almost finalized 
tbe agenda placing on top die Middle East 
and Palestine. There was complete unanimity 
on the Palestine issue among member coun- 
tries who participated in deliberations Wed- 
nesday. They reportedly drafted a resolution 
de manding imm ediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from all occupied 
Arab lands, tbe return of Jerusalem to Arab 
sovereignty and the restoration of inalienable 
rights of the Palestinians including the right 
of establishing an independent Palestinian 
state. The resolution also calls upon all 
Islamic states to reaffirm their solidarity with 
ibePLO. 

According to the agenda, the conference 
will review the progress made towards a 
Mideast settlement at die United Nations 
Security Council and General Assembly and 
other international forums and also through 
the activities of tbe committee on Jerusalem 
and other bodies of the Organization of the 
Islamic Conference. 

Also to be considered is the collective sec- 
urity of the Islamic Ummab. It has been 
included in the agenda with growing con- 
sciousness that pressures created through 
superpower rivalry for strategic zones of 
influence and increasing build-up in the reg- 
ion of forces of both the great powers have 
posed serious threats to the Islamic nations. 
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SR261b budget sets record

RIYADH, May 14 — The government 
Wednesday announced a record budget of 
SR261.516 billion for 1980-81, up 
SR101.5 billion over last years SR160 
billion. 

A Finance Ministry statement said 
however that last year's actual expendi- 
tures exceeded SR216 billion. 

King Khaied chaired the annual 
budgetary meeting of the Council of 
Ministers Wednesday and approved the 
spending plan, which is estimated to 
indude a surplus of SR16 billion. 

The Ministry's statement said the surp- 
lus will be transferred to state reserves. 

The budget is also expected to show a 
surplus balance of payments of SR36 bil- 
lion. 

Defense received the lion s share — 
SR68. 94 billion. Transport and communi- 
cations was next with SR32 billion. 

Development of human resources came 
third with SR22.60 billion followed by 
internal government loans. SRI 9.50 bil- 
lion, and development of economic 
resources, SR19.37 billion. 

Public administration received 
SRI 5.79 billion, health and services 
SR12.33 billion, infrastructure develop- 
ment SRI 1.76 billion and local subsidies 
SR5.10 billion. 

Following is tbe statement issued by the 
Ministry of Finance after tbe meeting of 


the Council. 

Appropriations by chapters show that 
71 per cent of the total trill go for 
development projects. Salaries, wages, 
allowances and subsidies account for the 
remaining 29 per cent. 

Appropriations by sectors emphasize 
development of education, training, 
health and social sectors, municipal and 
rural affairs. 

The budget shows an increase of nearly 
SR30 billion over last year's actual expen- 
ditures. Last year's allocations amounted 
to SR216 billion of which SR193 billion 
was actually speot — SR129 billion on 
development projects. The balance on 
operations. 

In preparing the new budget care was 
taken to increase the absorptive capacity 
of the national economy as a result of 
improved standards of administration and 
services: such as ports, transportation, 
bousing and telecommunications. As a 
result the new expenditures are not 
expected to lead to inflation. Now that a 
great deal has been achieved toward pro- 
viding infrastructure services, social ser- 
vices will be given greater attention. 

Allocations by Sectors 

/ - Manpower 

Education and training will get nearly 9 
per cent of the budget or 22.604 billion, of 
which SR 8.68 billion will go for projects 
and SRI 3.914 billion for recurring 


expenses. This is more than SR4.316 bil- 
lion over last year's budget. 

2 - Transport and Telecommunications 

This sector covers roads, ports, airports, 
airlines and railroads, cable and wireless 
and postal services. It will get SR32.097 
billion or 13 per cent of the budget, of 
which SR29.039 billion will be spent on 
projects and SR3.058 billion for recurring 
expenses. It is SR7.65 billion more than 
lasr year's allocation. 

3 - Development of Economic 
Resources 

This sector includes the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Water, the Saline Water 
Conversion Corporation, the Agricultural 
Bank, the Ministry of Petroleum and Min- 
eral Resources, the Ministry of Industry 
and Electricity, the General Electricity 


Corporation, the Ministry of Commerce 
and the Grain Silos and Flour Mills Organ- 
ization. 

It will receive SRI 9.371 billion of which 
SR15.757 billion will go for projects and 
the balance of SR3.61 7 billion for recur- 
rent expenses. Also SRI 1 .076 billion will 
be for agriculture and water; SR4.849 bil- 
lion for industry and electricity.

Sultan returns 
from Sanaa visit 

RIYADH, May 14 (Agencies) — Defense 
Minister Prince Sultan returned here after a 
one-day visit to the Yemen Arab Republic, 
where he had talks with President Ali Abdul- 
lah Saleh, Primer Abdul Aziz Abdul Gbani 
and other North Yemeni leaders. He was 
accompanied by Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al Faisal and other leading officials. 

Prince Sultan said he conveyed a verbal 
message from King Khaied to President Ali 
and his visit was part of an ongoing process of 
consultations to develop tbe relations bet- 
ween the two countries. 

The talks, he said, covered bilateral rela- - 
tions and cooperation in various areas includ- 
ing economic cultural, military and political 
matters. ''Both sides," he said“affirmed their 
determination to increase cooperation.'' 
During the talks, it became clear that the two 
sides strongly believe in continuing their 
“positive and mutual efforts to establish firm 
cooperation in all fields under the banner of 
Islam and the basic spiritual values that unite 
them." he added. 


CAIRO, May 14 (Agencies) — President 
Anwar Sadat Wednesday announed the lift- 
ing of martial law which has been in force in 
Egypt for the past 66 years. 

Sadat, in a speech to the People's Assem- 
bly, said it would end ''definitely" from mid- 
night Thursday. 

Martial law was declared in 1914 by the 
then commander of the British forces in 
Egypt. 

Sadat said his derision meant that the only 
way future Egyptian leaders could carry out 
“arbitrary arrests” would be through a fresh 
declaration of martial law, something they 
could not do without referring to the People's 
Assembly. 

Sadat did not mention the state of 
emergency in force in Egypt since June 5 
1967 when the Middle East war with Israel 
started. 

Sadat was addressing the Egyptian parlia- 
ment in commemoration of the ninth 
anniversary of his “corrective revolution” in 
which he got rid of his opponents. 

In his speech he also praised the late 
Yugoslav leader Marshal Tito and asked the 
assembly to observe one minute silence in his 
memory. 

He said President Tito sen ^ypt 140 
tanks fully equipped, when Egypt asked for 
help during the 1973 war with Israel. 

“Unlike tbe Soviet Uni cm which did not 
even reply to my request until this very 
minute, the tanks were even filled with petrol 
and drove straight to the batdefroni. This was 
Tito. He did not ask for the price as Moscow 
would do.”

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U.N. group to request council talks on Palestine rights

WASHINGTON, May 14 — The United 
Nations Committee on Palestinian Rights 
will soon ask for a Security Council meeting 
to deal with the ongoing crisis in the 
Occupied West Bank. U.N. sources said 
Wednesday. 

The UN. committee will ask the Security 
Gounril to consider a number of develop- 
ments that have led to increased tensions in 
the Israeli-held territory, including; 

— The killing of a Palestinian youth in 
Anabta by an Israeli soldier. 

_ isjaef s refusal to allow the return of two 
West Bank mayors and a religious leader 
expelled from the West Bank 1 1 days ago; 

— The destruction of buildings in Hebron 
by Israeli occupation forces: and 

— The recent rampage through the town of 
Ramallah by armed Israeli settlers. 

The two expelled mayors, Fahd Kawasmeh 
of Hebron and Muhammad Milhem of 
neighboring Halhoul. were due to arrive in at 
i I N headquarters in New York within the 
next few days to discuss the West Bank cmis 


with U .N. officials. 

Tbe Security Council last week passed a 
resolution calling on Israel to allow the 
mayors to return to the West Bank. The two 
officials recently attempted to enter the 
occupied territory from Jordan, but were 
turned back by Israeli authorities at the Kufg 
Hussein (formerly Allenby) Bridge. 

Soon after their arrival in New York, 
Kawasmeh and Milhem will brief U.N. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim on their case, 
according to sources. Waldheim will then 
write an official UJrf. report on Israel's 
refusal to allow them to return. 

After the secretary general completes bis 
report, the UN. committee on die inalien- 
able rights of the Palestinian people will take 
the West Bank issue to the Security Council . 
sources said. 

— A group of prominent black women pro- 
fessionals meanwhile will fly to Beirut this 
weekend on a fact-finding mission aimed at 
Promoting a peaceful solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict and justice for the Palesti- 
nians. 

The group, called the Women's Ad-Hoc 
Com mi nee on the Middle East, told journal- 


ists here that “the major American media 
representatives do not generally report the 
truth about the objectives and conditions of 
the Palestinian people.” 

The women said they felt “an obligation to 
seek the truth and report it.” 

The fact-finding mission will visit southern 
Lebanon. Syria. Jordan and if possible the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The group considers its three-week mis- 
sion a follow-up to last year’s Middle East 
tour by Congressman Walter Fauntroy. Rev. 
Joseph Lowrey of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, and other black 
American leaders. 

One of the Ad Hoc Committee's chief 
organizers is Anne Johnson, a senior staff 
member for Fauntroy. 

The nine-member group also includes 
prominent women educators, social activists, 
a doctor of psychiatry, a pastor and a journal- 
ist. . . 

The women have been invited to the Mid- 
dle East by the Union of Palestinian Women, 
the Red Crescent Society and the govern- 
ment of Lebanon. The group leaves for 
Beirut Saturday.

F — Transfer from the sanctions of Chap- 
ter 4 to those of other chapters is not pennissr 
ible, but transfer among the sanctions for pro- 
jects in Chapter 4 shall be permissible with an 
order from the Minister of Finance and 
National Economy. 

(5) The sanction may be used for a cause 
other than the specific allotment or an order 
may be issued to spend in excess of the sanc- 
tions or to link it to any unsanctioned expen- 
diture.

A — Contracts of continuous or periodical 
implementation such as those of rent, labor, 
services, foods and contracts for consultancy 
services for which budget sanctions are 
revised every year. 

B — Import contracts whose costs are sanc- 
tioned in Chapter 2. provided that the con- 
tract value does not exceed the sanctions dur- 
ing the current fiscal year and that the period 
of contract 1 s implementation does not exceed 
the end of the fiscal year following. 

C— Project contracts which cannot be 
broken up provided that the commitment is 
within the limits of costs sanctioned for each 
project. 

(7) If it occurred during the current fiscal year 
that there are funds committed during the 
past year and which are in excess of sanctions, 
the subject shall be brought before the Coun- 
cil of Ministers, if the excess has resulted from 
an unjustified expenditure. Otherwise, the 
minister of Finance and National Economy 
may allow that expenditure from the budget 
allocations of the current fiscal year. 


(S) The appointment or promotion of any 
official or employee shall not be permissible 
a t all. except on those posts sanctioned in this 
budget and in accordance with the provisions 
and situations explained in the rules in force. 

(9) Except the appointment of ministers, no 
new posts or grade* shall be created during 
the current fiscal year other than those sanc- 
tioned in this budget, with the exception of 
those posts created in accordance with the 
terms and conditions of the rules on tempor- 
ary employments. 

The grades sanctioned iu this budget shall 
noi be amended for promotion, but they can 
be downgraded with an order from the 
Chairman" of the Civil Service Commission, 
on the basis of a recommendation from a 
committee drawn from the representatives of 
the Ministry of Finance and National 
Economy, the Civil Service Commission and 
the department concerned. 

(10) Administrative set-up shall be sanc- 
tioned for every department according to the 
general budget, and it shall not be reshaped 
without an approval from the Higher Com- 
mittee for Administrative Reform. The 
nomenclature of jobs may be changed in 
accordance with the requirements of classifi- 
cation, with an order- from the Chariman of 
the Public Service Commission and upon the 
basis of recommendation from a committee 
composed of representatives from the Minis- 
try of Finance and National Economy, the 
Public Service Commission and the depart- 
ment concerned. 

(11) The Minister of Finance and National 
Economy shall issue necessary instructions 
for the implementation of this budget within 
the limits of the provisions of this decree. 

( 1 2) The Deputy Chairman of the Council of 
Minister and the Ministers shall implement 
the royal decree according to their jurisdic- 
tion.

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peace plan 

N'DJAMENA. May 14 (AFP) — Presi- 
dent Gnukouni Weddeyc appears to have 

rejected a peace ini dative Collins a cease- 

fire. an emergency conference and an African 
buffer force to end the civil war in Chad. 

The Chadian news agency, which reflects 
Gc-ukcuni's views, reported Tuesday that 
only a “military solution” can bring back 
peace after nearly two months of fighting pit- 
ting the president's forces and their allies 
agJinsi the army of Defense Minister Hissene 
Huhre. 

Peace plan 

The agency said that the peace plan, drawn 
up by Chadian officials in refuge in 
Cameroun across the Chari River from 
N'Djamena, would, by bringing in an African 
fnrcc. only deepen the "antagonisms by 
developing tribalism, regionalism and dan 
consciousness." " 

The agency said that for "the survival of 

puf people." IhcLebunizatiun” of Chad had 
to be avoided, a reference to the Lebanese 
civil war. 

Hardened 

The report indicated that Goukounfs posi- 
tion had hardened from Monday, when the 
agency said that the “evolution of the current 
situation and a certain realism” commanded 
a frew meeting among Chadians to develop 
the Lagos agreement of last August. The' 
agreement among the major armed parties in 
Chau permitted the creation of GoukounFs 
transitional unity government that now 
appears to have been wrecked by the fighting. 

The fighting was at an ebb Tuesday in 
N'Djamena, with only a few clashes between 
Goukouni's forces and those of Habre. The 
defense minister was sacked last month by a 
cabinet decision that he protests. 

Withdrawal 

Meanwhile, it was learned that the remain- 
ing white civilians in N'Djamena — French 
embassy personnel, civilian aid workers and 
Catholic clergy — were to leave Tuesday in 
anticipation of the withdrawal of the 1.100 
French soldiers, which is expected to take 
place Saturday. 

This would leave about 220 whites in 
Chad, as against about 7 .000 before the Fight- 
ing broke out on March 2 1 . There are still 
about 200 French people in Moundou. the 
main city in the souLh of Chad, and about 20 
missionaries in central Chad and at Abeche, 
near the Sudan border. 

The French embassy and aid mission are 
withdrawing to Camcmun for the time being, 
and a consular service is to be set up at 
Moundou. 
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King Hasson 

Morocco votes 
on constitutional 
changes May 23 

RABAT. May 14 (AFP) — King Hassan 
confirmed Tuesday night that there will be a 
referendum in Morocco on May 23 on a 
number of constitutional changes. 

It is proposed to reduce the official coming 
of age of the crown prince from 18 years to 
10. with a parallel change for the regency 
council by which it would act as consultative 
until the young king was 20, not 22 as at 
present. 

The head of the council would be the chief 
of the supreme court in place of King Has- 
san's brother Prince Moulay Abdullah, as 
part of extending democracy in Morocco. 
King Hassan said in a radio-TV broadcast 
from Fez. 

He made no mention of other constitu- 
tional changes scheduled for a second 
referendum on May 30, announced along 
with the first in the official gazette Tuesday. 

The second set of changes include extend- 
ing parliament's mandate from four to six 
years (the present legislature’s term is other- 
wise due to expire next year) , and electing the 
speaker for three years instead of one. 

Choi holds talks 
with Kuwait ruler 

KUWAIT, May 14 (A P) — Visiting South 
Korean President Choi Kyu-hah held a first 
round cf official talks here Wednesday with 
Kuwait's Ruler Sheikh Jaber At- Ahmad 
Al-Sabah with senior officials from the two 
sides attending. 

President Choi arrived here from Saudi 
Arabia Tuesday on the second leg of a Gulf 
tour, primarily designed for promoting South 
Korea's growing interests ir> the region in 
terms of larger oil shipments and bigger role .. 
for Korean contractors.

25 expelled 
Americans 
were spies, 
Libya says 

BEIRUT, May 14 (R) — Libyan security 
authorities have charged that 25 Americans 
expelled from Tripoli were engaged in spying 
and several had links with terrorist organiza- 
tions. rbe Libyan news agency Jana reported. 

The agency, in a despatch monitored here 
Tuesday quoted security sources as saying 
that the continued stay of the 25 would have 
prejudiced relations between the Libyan and 
American peoples. 

It gave the names of 14 of those deported 
and said they were mostly teachers and oil 
company employees. 

In Washington, a State Department 
spokesman said the Americans had been 
given 24 hours to leave by the Libyan gov- 
ernment. About 20 arrived in Frankfurt, 

West Germany Monday night. 

Jana reported that four Libyan officials, 
expelled from the United States after being 
accused by President Carter of being would- 
be assassins, arrived in Tripoli Monday night. 

Jana quoted the security sources as saying 
the 25 had been deported “after ir was estab- 
lished that they were engaged in espionage 
operations against Libya and that some of 
them had direct links with terrorist organiza- 
tions while others had ties with anti-Semitic 
bodies."

DACCA. May 14 (Agencies) — Banglad- 
esh's President Ziaur Rahman has said that 
the world was now passing through a crisis 
calling for an immediate solution.

evacuated. Thank goodness for our unstable 
regimes. 

Now I have been interested in the state- 
ments of the presidential candidates, in par- 
ticular some statements by Mr. Reagan. He 
said that he, as a President, will never negoti- 
ate with a group of terrorists. I take it that his 
first official act then will be to withdraw rec- 
ognition from die government of Israel. He 
also promised to recognize Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel. It is my personal feeling that 
such a decision will require much more 
energy than at present produced in Alaska. 

And I don’t agree with those who say that 
there is very little to choose between candi- 
dates as far as their Arab policies are con- 
cerned. This is not true. You are a very excit- 
ing choice — peanuts on the one hand and 
pure fantasy on the other. But I did not come 
here to speak about American politics. I am 
here to speak to Arab Americans and I have 
been thinking, what is an Arab- American? 
And they have asked some Arab- Americans 
to give me their own definition and they have 
got few. 

One told me that an Arab- Am e ri can is a 
guy who was told by his parents he is a good 
American, but when he grew up he was told 
by his neighbors he was a bad Arab. Another 
person has a more colorful definition. He says 
an Arab- American is somebody who eats 
instant kibbeh and eats frozen tabboula, 
drinks saccharin with his Turkish coffee, 
plays tawla with the computer, has a camel 
who drinks only oil and is married to one wife 
who nags more than four wives put together. 
Well, I said that is not true. You must have 
the best of both worlds, you know that. 

Arab genius for disunity and American 
genius for self-doubt, Arab romantic tradi- 
tion and living where you can have your car 
fixed, so what are you complaining about. 
And they told me, no, it is like the story of 
Bernard Shaw. When a beautiful girl went to 
Bernard Shaw and she said, “Mr. Shaw I 
would like to marry you so that we will have a 
daughter with your brains and my looks,” and 
he said, “no dear lady, lam afraid our daugh- 
ter will have your brains and my looks." Ber- 
nard Shaw was right, you know. 

Somebody else told me we have a little bit 
of catching up to do. She said we don’ t eat as 
well as the German Americans, we don’t 
dance as much as the Irish Americans, we 
don’t work as hard as Italian- Americans and 
we don’ t sing as loud as the American- jews. I 
don’ t know much about Arab- Americans but 
I certainly know you have an excellent choice 
as far as choosing your main speaker for this 
evening. 

It is difficult to speak while people are wait- 
ing for a disco. But since all educational 
institutions are based on the premise that all 
knowledge must be somewhat painful, here 
goes. I am going to teQ you a little bit about 
the Saudi development effort. 

To say that Saudi development is unique is 
not to indulge in the lazy delights of self- 
congratulation or suffer the dignified agonies 
of self-crir.rism. it is to state a simple, verifi- 
able fact which, nonetheless, escapes the 
attention of most self-styled experts on Saudi 
Arabia. This uniqueness manifests itself in a 
number of distinctive features. 

First, unlike most development efforts in 
the world, the Saudi experiment escapes the 
doctrinaire dutches of both capitalism and 













Modular, relocatable system for buildings and

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socialism. In common with capitalist systems, 
private enterprise is encouraged, and market 
forces are the final determinants of economic 
policy. In common with socialist systems, the 
state assumes a very aggressive role in prom- 
oting welfare; there are loans, grants and sub- 
sidies in Saudi Arabia which never crossed 
the imagination of the most extravagant 
social democrat. However, the Saudi 
economic system is not a theoretical 
hodgepodge of capitalism and socialism. It is 
the result of the evolution and interplay of 
beliefs and forces peculiarly Saudi. 

Second , the Saudi model defies the conven- 
tional wisdom of development. Ever since 
development emerged as a field of scientific 
enquiry thirty years ago. scholars preached 
that development cannot take place in a soci- 
ety unless that society’s systems of belief, 
habits of thought and modes of behavior were 
completely changed. A society had to destroy 
the bad old ways before ushering in the brave 
new world. Modernization became 
synonymous first with Europeanization and 
then Ameri canizti on. “ Westernized ” was 
the highest compliment a condescending 
West could pay an admiring third world intel- 
lectual. Development without Coca-Cola 
was deemed a contradiction in terms. 

Led astray by this logic, many developing 
nations, ignoring society's real ills and prob- 
lems, launched stupid counter-productive 
campaigns against their own histories and 
cultures. In stark contrast, Saudi develop- 
ment is a child born in cradle of Saudi mores, 
customs and traditions. This explains why 
women do not drive in Saudi Arabia ( excuse 
me, Madame President), why there are no 
bars, night dubs, or movie theaters, why the 
King dunes with every dtizen who cares to 
drop in for dinner, why the State can be sued 
in a Sharia court, and why Ministers spend i 
70® of their tune dealing with individual grie-

vances. Outsiders are bewildered by all this, 
but bewilderment, as any bewildered soul can 
tell you. is a poor substitute for judgement. 

Third, breaking with the tradition of 
development as prestige- oriented, urban 
beautification projects, a tradition that was 
aptly described as the modernization of pov- 
erty. the Saudi experiment has been a well- 
balanced effort. There is balance between 
cities and villages, industry and agriculture, 
physical infrastructure and the development 
of human resources, and perhaps most 
importantly, between aspirations and limita- 
tions. Hence. Saudi development is not a 
phenomenon floating over the surface of 
Saudi society: it is an all-encompassing 
endeavour reaching every single citizen. 

Fourth, unlike many so-called revolutio- 
nary systems, promising everything and 


delivering impoverished totalitarianism, 
those dreary “ queue- topias " of big slogans 
and small achievements, the Saudi experi- 
ment works. Five years ago when wc 
announced our. second development plan, 
commentators were unanimous in their belief 
that the plan was the craziest pipe dream in 
the history of white elephants. We were lec- 
tured at length: the bureaucracy was too 
backward ; the bottlenecks were loo formid- 
able ; the goals were too ambitious. Now I 
hope that we are allowed to indulge in the 
smug satisfaction of not hearing anyone say 
" I told you so. ” 

Let me tell you how our experiment worked 
in the most effective rhetoric 1 know : statis- 
tics. When Crown Prince Fahd took over ihe 
Ministry of Education twenty-five years ago. 
there were only three high schools in the 
Kingdom ; today there are 1 .3 million stu- 
dents. When Riyadh University was opened 
in 1958 it had less than fifty students: today 
there are 60,000 university students in Saudi 
Arabia and 15,000 Saudi students in the 
Llnited States. The first girls school was 
opened in I960 under government protec- 
tion ; there are now 3.000 schools for girls in 
Saudi Arabia. In less than five years. 2.000 
villages were electrified (remember the 
genius responsible for that Ministry, can t 
argue with facts). 1 5.000 kilometers of roads 
were built, 700,000 telephones were instal- 
led. 300 ,000 housing units were finished. The 
largest industrial enterprise in history, the gas 
gathering scheme, is nearing completion. 
Jubail and Yanbu are about ro embark on 
their promising petrochemical careers. 

I don’ t want to imply that our experiment is 
perfect; nothing human’is. The sums w ere too 
great, the pace was too frantic and our 
experience too nascent to expect perfection. 
There were numerous instances of waste, 
duplication and clumsy managements. 
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In many cases sudden wealth 
dazzled, overpowered and corrupted. Those 
superstars of scandalous decadence who 
inhabir gossip columns, giving Arabs and the 
rest of decent humanity a very bad name, are 
a painful testimony to the pitfalls of instant 
fortunes. Wealth, as you and I know, is no 
proof of sanity, let alone a sign of intelligence. 
Such characters do not embody our great 
national effort: they represent its sad short- 
comings. 

Two recent developments, one external and 
the other internal, marred the perception of 
our experiment abroad 3nd sent analysts on a 
spree of dire predictions: the revolution in 
Iran and the attack upon the Mosque in 
Mecca. Those who yesterday made short- 
sighted judgments about Iran are today try- 
ing to make up for their Foolishness by mak- 
ing even more short-sighted judgments about 
Saudi Arabia. Those who mistook mirages 
for cases in Iran are today mistaking oases lor 
mirages in Saudi Arabia. The Domino 
Theory, which was proven correct nowhere, 
will not be vindicated in the Gulf. We are not 
a set of dominos, and Saudi Arabia is not 
Iran. Iranians decided to work out their own 
destiny in a revolutionary fashion; we prefer 
to work out our own destiny in our own 
evolutionary way. They have not asked for 
our advice; we have not asked for theirs. 

The attack on the Mosque was the work of 
religious zealots. Those people, believing 
they discovered AI-Mahdi. seized the Mos- 
que. shot at anyone approaching them and 
waited for divine intervention. Fanaticism 
could drive apparently rational human beings 
to tragic extremes; the Jones Massacre is an 
eloquent, if bloody, case in point. Y et fanatic- 
ism. pure and simple, was not accepted as the 
explanation. The attackers were said to be 
South Yemeni Marxist followers of Imam 
Khomeini, an unusual combination even in 
this age of weird happenings. Equally fanciful 
theories were advanced. Reading accounts of 
the incident in the American press. I got the 
impression that many reporters missed their 
true calling as science fiction reporters.

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KHALIL’S RESIGNATION 


No doubt Dr. Mustapha Khalil, Egypt’s departing prime 
minister, feels relief at no longer having to keep in step with 
his volatile, unpredictable chief of staff. The good doctor had 
been led a merry dance indeed, to tunes that were not always 
of the happiest. He tried resignation often before but had 
always to withdraw under intense pressures. Many a promise 
made to him was broken, many an undertaking forgotten no 
sooner than it was made. Still, a conscientious and able 
administrator and negotiator. Dr. Khalil soldiered on, sus- 
tained by a somewhat abstract sense of duty. Now, it appears 
that he has had enough. His resignation statement said that he 
will not seek public office again, and that be is off to the 
United States for treatment. 

KhaliTs background is in engineering and industry. His 
modest aim when he first became prime minister was to seek 
whatever technocratic remedies available for Egypt s now 
choraic economic and social ills. But this was not to be. Inter- 
nal affairs were removed from his hands, and he was given the 
responsibility for the pursuit of the endless and futile negotia- 
tions with Israel. This thankless task he carried with compos- 
ure and fortitude, in the face of constant provocations and 
insults from the Israeli side. Even within the parameters of the 
negotiations themselves, he managed on many occasions to 
take strong stands. It was certainly not his fault that these were 
always subverted by President Sadat, quicker with a conces- 
sion than the Israelis were with problems. 

KhaliTs resignation may prove to have marked the end of a 
definite phase in Sadat’s rule, one which centered on the 
gamble of a one-sided peace with Israel, a gamble which is 
seen now to have failed. Sadat’s sweeping changes in the 
administration cannot hide the failure of his policy so far, both 
in relation to his “peace initiative" and to die internal situa- 
tion in Egypt The forces of opposition are gaining more 
ground daily, while Sadaf s best men, such as Khalil, find no 
justification for continuing in his service any longer. 


Singapore’s highway robbery

SINGAPORE — 
Singapore’ s war against the private car begins in 
the showroom. “How much,” I ask a Chinese 
salesman, giving a l,800cc Ford Escort a kick in the 
near front tire, “in U.S, dollars?" 

“Approximately $ 5,000 basic,” he replies. 
“Then there's an additional registration fee of 150 
per cent on the price, which would normally bring it 
to $ 12,500, but we can let yon have that one for 
only $ 10,600.” 

“ $ 10,600 ? For a Ford Escort...” 

“You’re lucky. It’s one of the few cars that are 
locally assembled. Otherwise you’d have to add 
another 45 per cent import duty on top of that 
“As it is, you’ve only got road tax at $ 300 a year, 
and the ordinary registration fee of of $ 460. They 
just raised it last month.” 

“What was it before?” 

“Seven doDars.” 

“They raised die registration fee from seven dol- 
lars to $ 460 overnight? Why, that’s daylight./’ 
“That’s nothing- It went from seven dollars to $ 
2300 for company cars.” 

Scribbling on a glossy brocfaure,he continued 
smoothly: “So your total outlay will be something 
over $ 1 1,000. Do you have a car already?” 

I hang my head. “A 12-year-old Singer. Word) 
about $ 50 at the most” 

“Does it go?” I nod. 


“Then we can get you $ 3.000 for it maybe 
more.” And he does, in dirty, high-denomination 
notes. It is aO quite legal, for to keep the vehicle 
population down the government not only pushes 
taxes and fees sky high, but allows a motorist an 
enormous rebate if he will hand in an old car of 
similar capacity to be scrapped when he buys a new 
one. 

That puts a purely fictions value on even the most 
decrepit jalopy. Consequently geriatric cars in 
Singapore can be sold for 50 times their intrinsic 
worth, as long as they can still move. 

^ The price war is the island’s way of trying to curb 
"the'road chaos of this mini-republic, where more 
than 140,000 cais are jammed into 230 square 
miles. 

If you buy a new BMW csi manual, two-door 
saloon, you may cut $ 16,000 from the price by 
trading in a wreck, but you will still have to pay outS 
68,000, and without benefit of that deduction even 
a Volvo station wagon or the cheapest available 
Audi will cost about $ 35,000. 

Now you are on the road,, if in the red. But the 
pain does not end. For the authorities are deter- 
mined to provide the would-be motorist with every 
discouragement. 

If a commuter wants to get to his office before 
1 030 in the morning, he must buy a special sticker 
for$ 230 a day or $ 45 a month which enables him 
to drive solo into the business zone of the dty bet- 


ween 730 and 10. 1 S without paying a $ 22 fine each 
time. 

To park in an official car park, he must buy a 
book of coupons, fill in one for every hour he 
intends to leave his car, with the time and date, and 
stick enough of teem in a row inside the windscreen 
or the drived s window to last die whole working day 
if necessary. 

Eight homsin the office will cost him? 3, and if he 
overstays, he can be fined on the spot 

If he is caugfat exceeding the speed limit (30 or 40 
miles an hour throughout the island) by more than 
three miles an hour, be will hot get off so easily, 

Where previously he could make amends by post- 
ing off a cheque to cover a fine of up to $ 22, today 
he must appear in court. 

A system of cumulative dements ensures that if 
he repeatedly violates traffic laws he will lose his 
license. If he drives over a marked street-crossing in 
front of a pedestrian, it can cost him$ 460, or three 
months in jail. 

Special road checks are used to trap speed- 
merchants, road-hogs, and lane-change artists, and 
tachograph “black boxes” are to become compul- 
sory for buses and all commercial vehicles. 

But the car is still winning the war on wheels. 
Although over the years the additional registration 
fee has been increased from 25 to 150 per cent of 
the basic price, the Singaporean still buys, and car 
ownership statistics continue to soar. — (OFNS) 


Catalogue of abortive rescue bid

WASHINGTON — 

The inevitable postmortem on the failure of the 
three Sikorsky Sea Stallion helicopters used in the 
abortive Iranian rescue mission is turning up a 
wealth of embarrassments. 

Ten hours before the eight machines were due to 
lift off from the flight deck of the USS NimUz, for 
example, a crewman accidentally switched an the 
ship's fire sprinkler system, dousing all the heti cop- 
ers with a mixture of seawater and extinguisher 
foam. 

The Pentagon says the incident “did not contri- 
bute in any way to the problems” experienced by 
the choppers — but it might well have been 
regarded as an omen. 

The “problems” were manifest, though defense 
chiefs have been at pains to pant out that none has 
related to the propulsion of the eight aircraft. So far 
engineers have determined that the fleet of 
RH-53D mine-laying helicopters suffered from two 


broken gyroscope compasses in one, hydraulic 
troubles and a cracked rotorblade in another, a 
serious leak of hydraulic fluid in a third. 

Perhaps the saddest irony of all was that the 
helicopter forced to return to ffielVutuG: with gyro- 
scope problems was the machine that carried spares 
to deal with any hydraulic problems its sister 
machines might suffer. 

The schedule of breakdowns during the 500- mile 
flight over the desert has been worked out as fol- 
lows: 

1. The first helicopter to break down was about 
aQ hour's flight time away from the NimUz. Its two 
gyrocompasses stopped working when a cooler sys- 
tem failed. 

The machine returned to the Nimitz after a sand- 
storm caused the pilot — without compass direc- 
tions — to lose his way. Critics have said that the 
sandstorm could have been predicted. The Pen- 
tagon says tha t cloud cover was spotted by sa tellite, 
but nothing to show local sand disturbances below 
die cloud base. 

2. A few moments later instruments in the cock- 


pit of a second helicopter suggested no hydraulic 
power. The pilot landed in the desen — another 
machine landed alongside to provide protection. 
Examination of the helicopter showed that one of 
the rotor blades had cracked, possibly as a result of 
the sandstorm. The pilot never had time to find the 
hydraulic problem, if indeed there was one. The 
other helicopter took his crew on board and flew to 
join the rest of the squadron, by now well on its way. 

3. The final, and fatal problem, arose just as the 
remaining six helicopters were approaching the 
landing zone, where they were to refuel from the 
waiting C -130 Hercules aircraft. One machine suf- 
fered a sudden loss of hydraulic pressure and a 
cracked joint and pump were discovered. It was not 
possible to repair it in the desert — party because 
the repair kit was on its way back to theNim&z* this 
left the mission with five operable helicopters, so 
the Pentagon abandoned the mission. 

The Defense Department says that to have taken 
more than eight helicopters would have meant 
bringing in more C- 130s to carry the necessary fuel, 
making the operation unwieldy. — (OFNS)

Saudi press review 


Most newspapers Wednesday 
led with the state’s new budget to 
be announced Wednesday night 
with a message from King Khaled 
to his people. A/ Medina played as 
its lead story the joint communi- 
que issued at the end of the visit of 
South Korean President Choi to 
Saudi Arabia. It highlighted 
Korea’s stress on Palestinian 
rights and the return at Jerusalem 
to die Arab and Muslim fold. The 
paper further reported that the 
two countries have agreed to 
review the cooperation treaty 
signed by them in 1975. Al Yarn 
said in a lead that Saudi Arabian 
diplomatic efforts have led to a 
renewal of South Korea’ s recogni- 
tion of the rights of the Palestinian 
people. 

The newspapers frontpaged 
Korea’s reaffirmation of its stance 
on the Middle East issue as well as 
Defense and Aviation Minister 
Prince Sultan’s visit to North 
Yemen with Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al-Faisal. The papers 


highlighted their meeting with 
President A li Abdullah Saleh to 
discuss ways of reinforcing coop- 
eration between the two coun- 
tries. 

Al Riyadh said in a front-page 
story that the Afghan 

revolutionaries have killed 12 
Soviet soldiers and destroyed a 
large quantity of Soviet military 
equipment Okaz reported on its 
front page that several Arab states 
are studying the possibility of cal- 
ling a U.N. Security Council meet- 
ing to discuss Israel's refusal to 
allow re-entry to exiled Palesti- 
nian leaders. 

Newspaper editorials generally 
commented about the outcome of 
the South Korean president's visit 
to Saudi Arabia. They said Saudi 
Arabian diplomacy has played 
well in adding a new friend to the 
Palestinian people with Korea's 
reaffirmation of its support for the 
legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nians. The editorials also discus- 
sed Arab solidarity, the state's 


new budget and the Zionist 
intransigent attitude toward the 
Arab residents of occupied Pales- 
tine. 

Dealing with Saudi Arabian- 
Korean relations, Al Riyadh said 
the joint communique has 
extended support to many crucial 
issues of common concern and has 
stressed the need for a better 
understanding of the Arab situa- 
tion, especially what concerns the 
cause of the Palestinian people. 
The paper expressed satisfaction 
that Korea understands the Pales- 
tine issue with darity.

The fate of the Saudi regime in the final 
analysis depends on the feelings of the 
nomads of die empty quarter, the fishermen 
of the Red sea. the farmers of Oasim and the 
businessmen of Khobar. Itdoes no depend on 
the predictions of journalists acquiring 
omniscience through five-minute chats and 
one-day visits or the pronouncements of 
third-rate bureaucrats reading fourth- rate 
reports prepared by fifth-rate spies. While 
the ignorance of politicians and journalists is 
never to be underestimated as the source of 
many evils in this world, I suspect that ignor- 
ance alone does not explain the subtle and 
not-so- subtle attacks on Saudi Arabia. 1 
think that had Saudi Arabia adopted a 
friendly attitude toward the Begin- Sadat 
romance, many writers and politicians would 
have adopted a friendly attitude toward 
Saudi Arabia. 

May 1 pause here to suggest to those com- 
passionate souls given to producing television 
dramas about tragic death a few ideas for new 
programs. Death of a Nation about the rape 
of Palestine, Death of a Village about 250 
women and babies slaughtered in Dir Yassin. 
Death of a School about scores of innocent 
girls and boys burned to death in Bahar Al 
Bakar in Egypt. And to the American public 
broadcasting service I respectfully recom- 
mend a program called Death of a Slip about 
an attack on an American ship in high seas, 
the resultant loss of life and the ensuming 
shameful conspiracy of silence. 

Development does not take place in a vac- 
uum; it is most allergic to wars and instability. 
Hence Saudi Arabia's foreign policy has 
always been obsessed with the establishment 
of peace in the area. Yet peace is meaningless 
without justice and justice cannot be 
safeguarded in die face of expansionism. This 
explains why Saudi Arabia was the first 
nation to condemn the brutal Soviet invasion 


of Afghanistan, the first to call for an Islamic 
conference to deal with the invasion and the 
first to come to the aid of the brave Afghan 
people. This is why Saudi arabia does not 
maintain diplomatic relations with any 
Communist country. 

Here, however, we must rid ourselves of 
the hypocrisy of double standards. An 
aggressor quoting the Bible is no more 

charming than an aggressor quoting Mr. Kaii 
Marx. No ‘ism" justifies the enslavement of 
free people, be it nationalism. Communism, 
or even Camp Davidism. Occupation is occu- 
pation even when it is called autonomy, a 
mummified colonial relic of a concept. Aut- 
onomy means that while the colonial power 
exercises sovereignty the natives are allowed 
to tend their own parks, build their own sew- 
ers and collect their own traffic tickets. How 
touchingly generous! 

There are more than a hundred and fifty 
independent states in the world today; some 
of them with a populaton of less than a 
hundred thousand and a land mass of a few 
square kilometers. The racist suggestion that, 
of all the peoples of the world, the Palesti- 
nians alone cannot exist without the tutelage 
of retired terrorists with brain damage is not 
only morally indefensible but politically 
unworkable. The choice confronting the 
world in the Middle East has never been as 
unequivocal, dear, and final : peace with 
Palestinian independence or more wars with 
Israeli occupation. 

Those who believe they can have both 
peace and stolen territory will end up with 
neither. Those who arc mesmerized into inac- 
tion by the Israelis' dom in Washington 
should remember that in history' s long march 
the realities of today often turn into the myths 
of tomorrow. Only the deaf and the blind can 
ignore signs of the American public s grouting 
impatience with the relentless efforts’ to 


imprison American foreign policy in the 
straitjacket of narrow Zionist interests. 

Ladies and gentlemen, we in Saudi Arabia, 
face the challenges of the future with no 
panaceas, few illusions and full of confidence: 
in God who gave us our immortal faith; in our 
people who throughout history triumphed 
against unbelievable odds: in the leadership 
which over two centuries led us to freedom. 


Aijd 
make no mistake about it, America is high «i 
the list of our friends. Not the America eff 
sensational media and biased reporters; not 
the America of Arab-hating bigots; not the 
America of self-doubt, isolation and abdica- 
tion; but that great vital freedom-loving 
growing America composed of 200 million 
warm human beings.

Uganda in army hands, Ojok claims 


KAMPALA. May 14 (Agencies) — 
Banks, shops and markets reopened in 
Uganda's capital Wednesday and Brigadier 
David pyiic Ojok. one of the miliary leaders 
who has seized power, told reporters, 
"Everything is under control.” 

President Godfrey Binaisa. who tried last 
weekend ro dismiss Ojok as army chief of 
staff . remained 50 km away in the lakeside 
town of Entebbe, surrounded by Tanzanian 
troops. 

The Tanzanians, who came last year to 
help overthrow dictator Idi Amin, are more 
numerous and more experienced than 
Uganda's own armed forces. Diplomats say it 
is unlikely the coup leaders will challenge 
them or move against Entebbe. 

The Kampala military commission 
announced Tuesday night it plans to bring 
Binaisa to trial along with members of his 
government guilty of ‘"corruption.” 
‘■Everybody who is corrupt will have to be 
tried.” a commission spokesman said in a 


telephone interview. 

By the end of the afternoon, the military 
commission of the Ugandan National Libera- 
tion Front (UNLF) had listed its grievances 
against Binaisa in a long communique broad- 
cast by radio, accusing him of corruption, 
inability to launch economic reconstruction 
of the country, attempts to free Amin col- 
laborators, tribalism, and maneuvers hostile 
to the National Liberation Army and to the 
Tanzanian forces. 

Tanzanian President Julius Nyerere has 
taken no public side in the Uganda power 
struggle. Diplomats predicted that his troops 
would remain neutral until the new military 
rulers convened a session of the interim parli- 
ament to endorse their coup. 

Kampala was virtually paralysed Tuesday 
but Wednesday’s revival of normal life 
appeared to indicate that people were accept- 
ing the new military rule. 

The country’s new leaders are the six 
members of the military commission of the 


UNLF. The commission proclaimed itself in 
power Tuesday night after a s low- motion, 
bloodless coup which began last weekend. 

It promised to prepare the country for gen- 
eral elections in December and said political 
parties would be allowed to contest the elec- 
tion. Charges leveled against Binaisa. 
included the "degradation and ridiculing” of 
the Ugandan and Tanzanian military forces, 
and fomenting unrest 

The military commission statement said 
that Ugandans who fought for the liberation 
of their country from Amin last year wanted 
to see a stable country, free from tyranny and 
oppression. 

"The present state of tension is rooted in 
one major contradiction — whereas the 
Ugandans and Tanzanians who took up arms 
did so because they wanted peace. Godfrey 
Binaisa and most of his dose colleagues made 
intrigue, greed and rampant corruption their 
preoccupation." the statement said. 


Kennedy to keep campaigning 


Car ter, Reagan victorious in state primaries 


NEW YORK. May 14 ( AP) — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter won the Maryland and 
Nebraska presidential primary elections 
Tuesday night, but Senator Edward M. Ken- 
nedy vowed in defeat to continue his cam- 
paign despite the towering odds against him. 

Ronald Reagan captured the two Republi- 
can primaries and said he was confident. 
*■ most optimistic. ” that he soon will clinch 
the Republican nomination. 

In this latest installment of the long prim- 
ary parade. Carter and Reagan widened their 
runaway leads in nominating votes. 

George Bush would need a virtual sweep of 
all the remaining Republican delegates to 
reach nominating strength. 

Carter led for 46 delegates, which would 
bring his national total to 1 .365. He needs 
1 ,666 for renomination. Kennedy was ahead 
for 36 of Tuesday s delegates, which would 


put his overall count at 770. 

Robert S. Strauss, Carter’s campaign 
chairman, said the president is likely to have 
his democratic delegate majority even before 
the big primary finale in eight states on June 


Kennedy, in Albuquerque. New Mexico, 
said he had “ expected to do better, ” but 
added. “ There really isn’t that much of a 
difference " in their delegate counts in the 
Tuesday primaries. 

But there is a big difference between their 
si matrons, since Carter can clinch the nomina- 
tion so long as he gets about 26 per cent of the 
remaining Democratic delegates. 

Kennedy said he would continue the cam- 
paign. looking for a comeback in the big final 
primaries, because " I believe a political 
party must stand for something. ” 

Reagan's lopsided Nebraka victory over 


Bush was in a preferential vote that did not 
bind delegates. They were elected separately, 
and Republicans pledged to Reagan led for 
24 national convention seats and . one Bush 
supporter was ahead. 

Reagan led for another 15 delegates in 
Maryland. That would give him a total of 817 
of the 998 he needs to gain nomination. Bush 
was ahead for 15 delegates, for a prospective 
total of 187. That meant he'd have to win 96 
per cent of all the Republican delegates yet to 
be chosen in order to fashion a majority. 

Bush, campaigning in Oregon, said he'd go 
on to that primary, and to Michigan. Both 
states vote next week. 

“ The only chance I have is to do well in 
Oregon and do well in Michigan and get a 
psychological boost for those last 
primaries,'’ the former U.N. ambassador 
said. 


Cuban refugee flow to U.S. resumes after bad weather 


KEY WEST. Florida. May 14 (AFP) - 
The influx of Cubans resumed here after a 

56-hour halt caused by bad weather on the 
Cuban side of the Florida Strait. Sixty more 
refugees arrived during the night 

Crowded conditions at the Eglin Air Force 
Base, which serves as the refugee reception 
center, are causing tempers to flare. Tuesday 
four refugees attacked a compatriot they 
accused of being an agent of President Fidel 
Castro. Two American military policemen 


were wounded in the fight and the victim was 
turned over to the U.S. Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

Navy doctors at the base confirmed Tues- 
day that there are mentally ill and terminally 
ill persons among the Cuban arrivals. 

In. Washington Tuesday, two agents of the 
owners of a refugee- transport ship told the 
House of Representatives judiciary commit- 
tee the vessel had gone to the port of Mariel 
last week to pick up 148 persons, but armed 


Cuban soldiers forced the crew instead to 
take 426 passengers from 14 buses. 

One of the agents, Cad Schoeller, said the 
soldiers conducted the boarding so quickly 
that one person fell into the water. The pas- 
sengers from the first bus were prostitutes in 
his opinion, he said. 

The agents said the ship, the Dr. Daniels, 
had been seized by United States customs 
agents at Key West for transporting illegal 
immigrants.

Observers considered that the reduction in 
warheads was intended partly as a gesture to 
match the withdrawal of 1,000 Soviet tanlrs 
that started last December, out of the 7,000 
ta nks the Soviet Union then had in central 
Europe. 

Western military experts said the tanks 
being withdrawn were outmoded anyway, 
and compensated for by medium- range nuc- 
lear missiles the Soviet Union had deployed. 

A Dec. 12 NATO communique explained 
that the withdrawal of 1,000 warheads for 
relatively short-ranged delivery systems was 
part erf a modernization plan under which 572 
Pershing two and Cruise missies would be 
deployed in 1983 to match Soviet medium 
range SS-20 missies. 

NATO accompanied its missile- 
modernization plan with an offer to negotiate 
reduction of “Euro- strategic’’ missiles (cap- 
able of reaching the Soviet Union from West- 
ern Europe or vice versa).

majority of the 1 00 seats — 20 of which were 
allocated to the three-percent white minor- 
ity. He led the last British colony to indepen- 
dence on April 18. 

The election of a speaker — Dioymus 
Mutasa — formalized the constitution of par- 
liament.

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S. Korean foreign projects 
bolstering economy at home 


SEOUL, May 14 (R) — South Korea's 
multi-billion dollar slice of the Middle Easi 
construction market could still bolster the 
country's fading economic miradc through 
the 1 98CTs despite spiraling oil prices, accord- 
ing to economists here. 

The South Korean construction industry 
expects the Middle East building boom to 
taper off in the mid- 1 98l)s but sees no reason 
why it should not hold its dominant position 
-as die world’s major contractor in the area. 
The industry won S7.4 billion worth of con- 
tracts in the Middle East in i 978 to emerge as 

leaders in the field for the first time, ahead of 
West Germany and the United States, 
according to the Bank of Korea. 

This year, the South Koreans expect to win 
over $6 billion worth of Middle East building 
contracts despite fierce competition and 
uncertainties caused by the Iranian crisis. 

A spokesman for South Korea's biggest 
construction company. Hyundai, said they 
expect to win S2.5 billion worth of contracts 
this year, almost a billion dollars more than in 
1979. it was Hyundai's success in winning the 
$931 million Jubail harbor contract in 1976 
that spurred increasing sales efforts by South 
Korean firms in the region. 

It also led to such intense competition bet- 
ween rival South Korean companies that in 
some cases price undercutting led to losses 
and accusations by foreign rivals of unfair 
dumping and improper business practices. 

Rumors that Hyundai had been placed on 
the Saudi Arabian blacklist following allega- 
tions that one of its managers had improperly 
paid a large commission to a Saudi Arabian 
official have proved unfounded. Since these 
reports. Hyundai has been awarded $30 mil- 
lion contract for the King Faisal Foundation 
building ami a $140 million contract to build 
an underpass at Saudi Arabia's National 
Guard Headquarters, a company spokesman 
said. 


The Bank of Korea net earnings from over- 
seas construction rose from $657 million in 
1977 to $1.4 billion last year. The impact of 
nrmconstniciinn successes overseas has 
sparked a boom in the domestic market 
where there are 60 firms capable of handling 
contracts word] $20 million and more, and 
the top 13 companies can take on contracts 
worth over $100 million. 

OPEC 1985 output 
to fall short of needs 

CARACAS. May 14 (AFP) — The Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
wifl be unable to meet industrial countries' 
requirements in 1985, Venezuelan Energy 
Minister Humberto Calderon Berti, current 
OPEC president, said here. 

A shortage of oil will be felt in 1985, and 
OPEC cannot satisfy the needs of the West, 
which at present consumes 35 million barrels 
a day of OPEC oil. he said on return from the 
recent long-term strategy meeting of the 
organization in Taif. 


U.S.gas tax 
not legal , 
judge rules 

WASHINGTON. May 14 (AP) — A 
U.S. federal judge Tuesday overturned 
President Jimmy Carters 10-ccnt-a- 
gallon gasoline fee that was scheduled to 
take effect today. 

The government was expected quickly 
to appeal the decision by VS. District 
Judge Aubrey E. Robinson Jr. Robinson 
ruled in favor of a coalition of consumer 
groups, congressmen and petroleum mar- 
keters. 

He said federal laws permit the presi- 
dent to regulate imported oil. Therefore, 
the judge said. Carter exceeded his legal 
authority. The 1 0-cents-a-gaDou levy 
would have been on all gasoline, regard- 
less of whether it came from domestic or 
imported oil. However. Carter said the fee 
was a conservation measure that would 
reduce demand for gasoline and eventu- 
ally lessen dependence on oil imports. 


Trade commission votes to curb 
silver, commodities speculation 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP) — React- 
ing to the silver market crash, the Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission voted to study 
ways of loosely curbing large speculators, but 
it beat back a motion to consider tight 
commissi on- imp osed restraints. 

In an open meeting, the commission told its 
staff to consider monitoring large trading posi- 
tions more closely. The proposed mechanism 
would require the exchanges to decide 
whether limits on the number of contracts a 
trader can bold should be imposed whenever 


a trader bolds more than 25 per cent of the 
open interest in any delivery month. 

Commissioner Robert Marti c after the 
hearing explained that the proposal, if 
adopted by the Commission would formalize 
some practices already followed by the 
exchanges. 

Commission Chairman James Stone, how- 
ever, criticized the proposal as too soft. He 
said be wants to see the commission impose 
tight speculator curbs for all active trade 
commodities in all delivery months.

At least one major oil company executive 
in the United States has taken a public stand 
advocating Palestinian autonomy. HJ. 
Haynes, chairman of the board of Standard 
OH of California, said at a recent stockhol- 
ders’ meeting in Houston that “the United 
States must recognize the absolute necessity 
of resolving-in an equitable manner — the 
long-standing grievances of the Palestinians. 

“Just as we must continue to support the 
Israelis' right to exist and to self- 
determination, there must be an acceptance 
of the Palestinians’ right to exist and to self- 
determination,” Haynes continued. “To this 
end, we should strongly support our govern- 
ments position to achieve the objective of 
UJNL Resolution 242, which provides for 
IsraeTs withdrawal from territories occupied 
in die 1967 war.” 

Haynes then told the assembled stockhol- 
ders that the city of Jerusalem is central to the 
faiths of Islam Judaism and Christianity, and 
that this city has to be administered so that 
persons of all three faiths can come and wor- 
ship freely in Jerusalem. Standard Oil at 
California is one of tbe four Aramco partners 
in Saudi Arabia. Although a stockholders’ 
meeting is purportedly to inform the stock- 
holders of the company's financial position, 
Haynes used the opportunity to air the corpo- 
ration’s views on a number of U.S. policies. 

Tike all the major oil companies. Standard 
Oil posted high first quarter earnings- Its 
worldwide earnings totalledS 627 million, an 
increase of 83 per cent compared to the first 
quarter erf last year. Foreign petroleum earn- 
ings were a major factor in earnings, provid- 
ing 56 per cent of the total increase. 

Haynes spoke specifically about Saudi 
Arabia saying “ the United States should fully 
appreciate the long-standing spedal relation- 
ship between om country and Saudi Arabia.” 
He pointed out that the Kingdom has been 
cooperative in oil pricing and production and 
then said the significance of the relationship 


Saudi Arabia’ s commitment in support of 
a free, competitive international economy , its 
strong stand against Communism and the 
gove rnm ent's determination to pursue a con- 
structive, moderating role in worid aft airs are 
equally important," Hayneis said.

West Germany. The West German National 
Olympic Committee is expected to vote 
today on whether to join President Carter's 
call for a boycott of the games. Several coun- 
tries have indicated they might follow West 
Germany's lead. 

“ The athletes are in a very difficult 

psychological state, and our decision was very 
much influenced by the concern we have for 
their morale, " CoUard said of the unanimous 
decision in favor of participating in the 
games. “ We refuse that our athletes be used 
for political ends. " 

The Soviets news agency Tass immediately 
reported the French derision but failed to 
mention that Norway and Romania voted 
against attending. In Washington, the Carter 
administration was pictured as “ extremely 
disappointed" with the French derision. 
Asked if the French vote would influence the 
West German NOC, one source, who asked 
not to be identified, said : “ That is a risk. The 
German vote is the most significant because 
many nations have said they would follow 
Germany. No other nation said it would fol- 
low France. ” 

Among those nations expected to follow 
Germany's lead are Australia. Japan, the 
Netherlands, Portugal and possibly Denmark 
and Italy. Denmark and Italy have 


announced they arc planning to attend the 
Olympics but have reserved making a final 
decision until May 24, the deadline for 
accepting invitations to the games. 

The new nation of Zimbabwe also announ- 
cedTuesday it will compete in Moscow. The 
former British colony of Rhodesia had just 
been admitted to the world Olympic move- 
ment Israel moved another step doser lo 
joining the boycott when a parliamentary 
committee recommended that Israeli athletes 
stay home. The Israel Olympic Committee is 

to meet May 22 to make its final decision. 

At the same time, the Canadian govern- 
ment told sports officials it will not pay their 
travel expenses to Moscow for international 
meetings being held in conjunction with the 
Olympics. Sports minister Gerald Regan said 
Tuesday that it would be hard to explain to 
the Canadian public why athletes were being 
asked to boycott the games if officials were 
given money to go to Moscow. 

In Washington, William H. Allen, a lawyer 
for 19 athletes, told a federal court the U.S. 
Olympic Committee’s decision to boycott the 
Moscow games should be overturned 
because it violates a 1 978 law. The Amateur 
Sports Act of 1 978 guarantees athletes the 
right to participate in international competi- 
tions. Federal JudgeJohn H. Pratt said he 
would rule in several days. 


Trials could set winner 


Monaco Grand Prix on for Sunday 


MONACO, May 14 (AFP) — The For- 
mula One Grand Prix circuit comes to the 
tiny principality of Monaco Sunday for what 
is traditionally the most prestigious and testing 
event in the world drivers championship. 

The competition this year will be all the 
more gruelling as unlike previous years no 
competitor has established an early season 
supremacy, with four drivers separated by 
four points at the top of the table. 

Hie highly particular Monaco circuit once 
again will be the deriding factor The race 
covers 76 twisting laps (251.7 kins) through 
the narrow streets here with the men behind 
die wheel constantly having to break and 
change: gear. 

The fact that there are very few occasions 
to overtake mean that starting positions, and 
therefore the Grand Prix trials, are of para- 
mount importance. French hopes of a win are 
high, particularly with Didier Pimm’s start- 
to-finish win in the Belgium Grand Prix at 
Zolder two weeks ago. 

Pironfs Ligier is now lying fourth in the table 
with 17 points, four behind the leader the 
Renault turbo of another Frenchman Rene 
Arnoux. Along with the other Ligier driver 
Jacques Laffite, Pironi will start as one of the 
favorities, but they will have stiff opposition 
from the Williams of Alan Jones of Australia 
and Carlos Reutemann of Argentina. 


Jones, second at Zolder and second in the 
table, two points behind Arnoux, has a car 
which is especially suited to the Monaco 
bends as has young Brazilian Nelson Piquet 
in his Brabham. 

Piquet, third overall with IS points, led 
from stnn- to- finish in die American West 
Grand Prix at Long Beach, California in the 
fourth event of the season — a track which is 
very similar in style to Monaco. 

On the other hand, the powerful, heavy • 
Renault turbos of Arnoux and the unfortu- 
nate Jean-Pierre Jabouille will have their 
work cut out here and will be concentrating 
on getting among the world championship 
points. 

Outside of the Ligier, Williams, Brabham 
and Renault teams, it is bard to see anyone 
else taking the checkered flag. Perhaps the 
best outsiders are the Tyrrells of Frenchman 
Jean-Pierre Jarier and Ireland’s Derek Daly 
and the winner last year and in 1 977. reigning 
world champion Jody Schecketer of South 
Africa (Ferrari). 

The only other competitor to have won 
herein the past is Frenchman Patrick Epaiiler 
(1978). but he has still some teething prob- 
lems to settle in his new Alpha- Romeo. The 
offical trials for the Grand Prix will take place 
today and Saturday, with 20 drivers qualify- 
ing for the starting grid.

By age IS. when he led Argentina to the 
World Junior Championship in Japan last 
September, the short stocky midfielder was 
being billed as the "Golden Kid a national 
treasure comparable to BraziT s Peie. 

Until this month, however. Maradona's 
worth was a hypothetical question. But since 
May 3. when Maradona signed a tentative 
contract worth an estimated S 10 million to 
play three years for the Barcelona football 
dub. the value of his skills has become a 
national controversy here and in Spain. 

Argentines Juniors, which paid Maradona 
S 250.000 last year and cannot afford to 
maintain him. appri «\ cd the transfer. It would 
gets 6 million, the highest ever offered for a 
soccer player. The Argentine Football 
Association, however, has refused tn author- 
ize the deal because Maradona is on its list of 
34 “non- transferable" players being counted 
on to defend Argentina's World Cup tide in 
1982. 

While both clubs try to get that decision 
reversed, several fund-raising efforts are 
under way in Argentina to match Barcelona's 
offer, which would give the player S 2.9 mil- 
lion to join, plus a house, a cur. oO percent of 
all income from advertising involving him. S 
2.000 a month salary and bonuses for each 
winning game he plays. 

Spanish newspapers have quoted Bar- 
celona sources as saying the transfer deal is 
"crazy" and "excessive" — especially 
because the club is heavily in debt. Commun- 
ist and Socialist politicians have branded it 
“shameful" in light of Spain's economic woes 
and rising unemployment. 

Is Maradona worth S 10 million? The 
player, now 1 9. rates his own talents behind 
those five others active today — Italy’s Paolo 
Ro-si. Britain's Kevin Keegan. Denmark's 
Hans Sirnonscn and Argentine teammates 
Ubaldo Fillol and Daniel Passarella. Rossi, 
the most expensive, was transferred from one 
Italian dub to another for$ 5 million in 1978. 

The coach who led Argentina to the 1 97 8 
World Cup title. Menotti. calls Maradona 
“one of those supermen who appear only 
OQce in a while on the world soccer scene. 
They say he is the new Peie. but that’s ail 
wrong. This boy is the first Maradona.” 

Others are less impressed. "Perhaps in 
about ] 0 years we will be able to say whether 
Maradona is the best.” remarked New York 
Cosmos veteran Franz Beckenbauer after

playing against his las* year. Says Real Mad- 
rid star Juanito. “He s veiy individualistic. 
He doesn’t know how to play at the team 
level." 

What Maradona does know is outstanding 
ball control and a knack for "reading" the 
game. This helps him escape tight defense — 
even when double — or triple — teamed. 
Menotti criticizes his slowness to look for the 
ball and his tendency to rush blindly at a 
defender, risking injury. But the player's 
1.67-meter. 65-kilogram (5-foot-6, 140- 
pound) frame has absorbed the knocks. 

Menotti, who does not like to rush young 
players, cut Maradona in the final selection of 
his World Cup team — a decision the player 
still recalls with bitterness. But he credits the 
coach with “a large part of my success" in the 
two years since. 

Even if he goes to Barcelona. Maradona 
would be entitled to rejoin Argentina’s 
national team for the 1982 World Cup 
matches. But his transfer may weaken 
Menottf s effort to keep European dubs from 
snatching up other promising Argentine 
players, thus making it harder to assemble a 
World Cup team that can play together. 

"I want to remain in Argentina — even for 
less money than Barcelona has offered me.

MEW YORK, May 14 (AP) — Hie 
heavyweight title bout between World Box- 
ing Council champion Larry Holmes and 
former champ Muhammad Ah is still on, both 
Ali and co-promoter Murad Muhammad said 
Tuesday, but fee July 1 1 date in Brazil is off. 

In denying published reports Monday that 
the $12 million bout had fallen through, Ali 
said at his Deer Lake, Pennsylvania, training 
camp: “I’ve agreed. Holmes has agreed, the 
money’s there, everything’s set. 

“The soccer field people down there (Rio 
de Janiero's 16 5.000- seat Maracana stadium 
was the proposed site) don’t want the field 
messed up wife all the chairs, so we’re shop- 
ping around for another place. But the fight’s 
on. It's OO.” . 

Murad Muhammad, who is co- promoting 
the fight wife Don King, told the Associated 
Press that a legal entanglement had delayed 
malting fee bout official. "But that was all 
taken care of at noon Monday. We’re back on 
fee track.” 

He also acknowledged the people who 
operate the stadium in Rio had balked, “and 
we don’t want to mess their grass up, so the 
fight’s being moved. We should be able to 
announce the new location in a few days,” 
Muhammad said. The bout would be pushed 
back at least a month from the originally 
announced July 11 date, he added. 

The legal problem. Muhammad said, was 
created when Greg Campbell, seeking to t 
promote a fight between Ali and the winner 
Of the Alike Weaver- John Tate heavyweight 
bout ( Weaver won fee World Boxing Associ- 
ation title wife a ISfe-round knockout), 
obtained a court injunction to bar the July 1 1 
Ali-Holmes bout in Rio. - 

The court gave Cambell 1 1 days to find 
investors for an Ali- Weaver fight, and, 
according to Murad Muhammad. “The dead- 
line passed Monday at noon. Chicago time, 
and he failed to come up within fee money.” 

Muhammad also said Tuesday that the 
fighters had received their down payments 
($250,000 for Ali,$ 100,000 for Holmes) and 
that fee next payments, letters of credit for 
fee rest of their shares, were to be deposited 
by midnight tonight. Ali is reportedly receiv- 
ing $8 million and Holmes $4 million.

Here is another example of 
bow important it is to plan the 
play of the hand as a whole. 
East wins the spade lead with 
the ace, returns the eight, and 
the problem is to find South's 
best method of play. The 
immediate question is 
whether to duck the eight or go 
up with the king, but this 
cannot sensibly be answered 
without looking well beyond 
what to do at trick two. 

Before coming to a decision, 
South counts his winners. He 


has eight of them — a spade, a 
heart, two diamonds and four 
dubs. 

He then looks for ways and 
means of gaining a ninth trick. 
Two stand out One is a heart 
finesse, hoping East was dealt 
the king. If the finesse suc- 
ceeds, South has ten tricks; if 
it fails and West started with 
five spades. South goes down 
one. 

The other way is to rely on a 
diamond finesse. This method 
is certain to produce a ninth 
trick if declarer guesses which 
way to take the two-way 
finesse. The objection to this 
method of play is that declarer 
may run into trouble if he 
guesses wrong. 

Bat there is a third 
possibility — much less 
evident, yet highly likely to 
succeed. It avoids either 
finesse and compels West to 
yield the ninth trick. 

South wins the spade return 
at trick two, plays the A-J and 
another dub, and exits with- 
the nine of spades. When West 
cashes his spades. South 
discards a club and a heart 
while dummy discards a 
diamond and a heart 

West now has no choice but 
to lead a heart or a diamond, 
thus presenting South with his 
ninth trick. Dedarer incurs no 
risk with this classy method of 
play. He forces West do his 
work for him.

Linked to failed rescue 

Iranians arrest 2 Americans 


TEHRAN. May 14 (Agencies) — Two 
American men have been arrested in Iran in 
connection with the failed hostage-rescue 
mission and are being held in prison in 
Tehran, the prosecutor-generaT s office said 
Wednesday. 

An official said the two Americans, whose 
names were not disclosed, were being held in 
Evin Prison — the same place Cynthia 
Dwyer, an American free-lance journalist, is 
being held. Revolutionary' guards who 
arrested her say they have proof she is a CIA 
spy. 

The Iranian government also announced 
that an international conference would be 
held in Tehran, the Iranian capital, from June 
2-5, to deal with alleged American crimes 
against Iran, including the rescue effort last 
month in which eight American commandos 
were killed. 

A leading Iranian official said Wednesday 
the newly elected Iranian parliament will not 
consider the fate of the American hostages 
for some time after it meets, probably putting 
•off the issue beyond June. 

“We have more important decisions,” said 
Ayatollah Mohammad Beheshti, head of the 
justice ministry and a spokesman for Iran's 
Revolutionary Council 

Ayatollah Khomeini, Iran’s supreme 
revolutionary leader, has said the parliament 
will decide what to do about the 50 American 
hostages who spent their 1 92th day in captiv- 
ity Wednesday. 

But Beheshi told reporters the parliament 
must first choose a prime minister and 
cabinet, and also discuss “the plans of the 
new government,” including education pol- 
icy and the Islamic “cultural revolution.” 

_“Ii doesn't mean that we want to delay the 
discussion of the problem of the hostages” be

said. “Parliament will act at the first possible 
chance.” 

Beheshti earlier said the hostage issue 
would not be debated in parliament before 
mid- June. His comments seemed to indicate 
the debate would be later than that. 

The parliament, which Beheshti said would 
probably convene in the next week or two, 
will be dominated by members of the Islamic 
Republican party, many of whose members 
favor putting the hostages on trial as spies. 

In Paris, Corsican nationalists claimed 
responsibility for a machine-gun and grenade 
attack Wednesday that wounded four French 
policemen guarding the Iranian Embassy. 

It is the first time that the national libera- 
tion front claiming independence for the 
French Mediterranean island has caused 
casualties, their attacks until now having 
been limited mainly to damaging public

buildings with small bombs. 

In the attack a police bus parked near the 
embassy was strafed yvrth machine-gun fire 
from a passing car. Two policemen in the bus 
were wounded, one seriously. A grenade was 
thrown from the car and a few seconds later 
more machine-gun fire wounded two police- 
men stationed in front of the embassy. One of, 
them is in serious condition with wounds near 
the eye. 

An anonymous telephone caller told 
reporters that the Corsican National Libera- 
tion Front was responsible. “We were not 
aiming at the Iranian embassy itself, but at 
the forces of order which, for us, are the 
forces of repression which deal daily blows to 
die Corsican people in our country,” the cal- 
ler said. 

Elsewhere in the French capital, the 
former director of the Iranian National Oil 
Co. said Wednesday that sooner or later his 
fellow dozens would rise up and overthrow 
Khomeini. 

Sanio Nazih. now living in exile in France, 
told a news conference that the stuation in 
Iran is worse than it was under the Shah. 

He said he believed there were many in the 
Iranian armed forces who axe ready to rise 
up. Although he has no contact with tile 
military, he said he was sure they have leaders 
who are ready to act. 

Nazih said a number of Iranians in Europe 
and die United States are studying the possi- 
bility of organizing a co mmi ttee to coordinate 
opposition to the current Iranian govern- 
ment. 

Asked if this opposition would be built 
around former Prune Minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar, who also is living in exile in France, 
Nazih said it was posable to have different 
groups. 


Rich Russians strut onto Communist scene 


MOSCOW. May 14 (AFP) — Can Soviet 
citizens become milUnnarics? That idea 
seems sacrilegious at first in a Communist 
society. Yet foreigners in the Soviet capital 
are no longer surprised when big black Mer- 
cedes limousines pass their cars with white- 
gloved chauffeurs driving previleged Soviet 
couples. 

“Yes. one can become a millionaire here.” 
a recent issue of the official magazi ncAI osem*’ 
News admitted with a touch of pride. Writers, 
painters, composers, and stage directors can 
"make Jots of money", the magazine said. 

Surprisingly, wealth can be displayed con- 


spicuously in this land of the proletariat. A 
well-known journalist with tics to the Krem- 
lin makes no secret of his luxurious standard 
of living or his love for his perfectly restored 
Bentley car — a collector' s item. 

One dignitary throws big parties in his 
dacha (country house). One actress shows 
her push flat ro visitor 3s if she were a 
museum curator. 

There is no law against getting rich as long 
as it is done “without exploiting one's fellow 
man.” That is the big difference between 
Communist and Western millionaires, 
explained the Moscow News. 


Soviet citizens are free to inherit from rich 
undes in the United Stares, the magazine 
went on. or they can keep one-fourth of 
treasures they find. There are even wealthy 
workers on collective farms. In 1942. a 
farmer named Ferapont Golovaty deposited 
100.000 rubles (about $ 160.000) in a savings 
bank. But the Moscow News neglected to 
reveal his redpe for growing money. 

Every Soviet citizen dreams of becoming 
affluent. There are two main ways to do it: by 
conforming with the Communist regime and 
exploiting its possibilities, or by getting 
around its laws. 


Balloonist to try Soviet crossing 


BEDFORD. Massachusetts. May 14 (AP) 
Now that he's crossed the Atlantic and 
North America by Ball* urn. Maxie Anderson 
says he wants to take another leg in a globe- 
girdling series of flights — the thousands of 
kilometers across the Soviet Union. 

The timetable depends «>n politics, said 
Anderson, the 45-vear-old pilot who crossed 
.North America in four days and participated 


in the 1 978 flight from Maine to France, the 
first balloon crossing of the Atlantic. 

Anderson said Soviet diplomats he met a 
year ago in Washington were noncommittal 
then about his crossing the vast Russian air 
space. 

Referring to growing tensions between the 
United States and the U.S.S.R.. Anderson 
said. "I'm not sure what their altitude would 
be now."

Allocations a unt to 
SR15.799 billion, SR2.700 billion or 20 
per cent higher than a year ago. 

8 -Local Subsidies 

Subsidies for foodstuffs, local agricul- 
tural production and animal husbandry, 
social assistance. sports, dubs and electric- 
ity will amount to SR5.100 billion. 

9 1 Allocations for Internal Loans 

The sum of SR19.500 billion will be 
added to the allocations tor the real estate, 
industrial development and agricultural 
development funds. 

The statement said that the GDP for 
fiscal 1979-80 will show a real growth of 
between 14 and 1 5 per cent which is grea- 
ter than that of the previous year which 
stood at 13.7 per cent and this is due to the 
balance between government spending 
and the absorptive capacity of the national 
economy. On this basis the average rare of 
growth in the GDP during the years of the 
last five year development plan will be 
around 15.8 per cent for the non-oil sec- 
tors. 

Because of wiser government spending 
polides and regulated spending the rate of 
inflation during the fiscal 1979-80 will be 
between seven and eight per cent at the 


most while it was 9.2 per cent during the 
preceding year. 

Total payments for imports, govern- 
ment spending, remittances for expatriate 
personnel and spending by Saudi Arabian 
toursits in foreign currencies accounted 
for U.S. 559 billion against $47.7 the pre- 
vious year. 

It may be mentioned here that during 
the five year development plan the gov- 
ernment spent SR688 billion or SR 190 
billion more than had been allocated for 
the plan. 

Reaction 

Meanwhile. Crown Prince Fahd said the 
budget concentrates on projects leading to 
greater progress and prosperity. 

In addition, Min isle r of Public Works 
and Housing Prince Mileb said this is a 
"work budget and will serve the interests 
of the state as a whole.” Prince Mileb also 
is the acting minister of municipal and 
rural affa irs. 

Interior Minister Prince Naif said the 
budget had held great store for his minis- 
try and will be reflected in new projects in 
the long run. 

Finance and National Economy Minis- 
ter Sheikh Muhammad Aba A1 Kb ail said 
the plan concentrates on manpower train- 
ing, education, health and municipal ser- 
vices in addition to other government 
departments. 

The Information Minister said the plan 
will realize the initial objectives of the 
third five-year development plan. Dr. 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani also said it will 
serve the people and their development 
plans, as well as raise the standard of pro- 
ductivity in education and industry. He 
said he and his colleagues will continue to 
do their best to carry it out. 

Planning Minister Sheikh Hisham said 
the budget contains allocations for new 
projects to be carried out for the first time 
under the plan. This will reduce the rate of 
inflation and will help the people directly 
through the various hum and subsidy 
funds, he added.

Czech troops 
reported in 
Afghanistan 


Gold prices rise; 
dollar steadies 
in quiet trading 


LONDON, May 14 (R) — The dollar had 
one of its most peaceful days for months on 
European foreign exchange markets Wed- 
nesday trading at a slightly weaker level than 
Tuesday against most major currencies. Gold 
prices jumped. 

Dealers said trading was quiet everywhere 
in Europe. 

Gold dosed at$ 525 in London, $ 1 1 higher 
than Tuesday's closing price. 

A call by British trade unions for a stay- 
away protest Wednesday against the Conser- 
vative government? s tight money polides and 
public spending cuts meant some dealing 
rooms on the London foreign exchange were 
short of staff because of transport difficulties. 

But the main reason for the lull was antid- 
pation of Thursday’s Ascension Day holiday 
in most European centers, dealers said. 
Recent falls in U.S. interest rates have 
brought the dollar back from the strangle vef 
to which it was pushed when interest rates 
rose earlier to record heights. 


NEW DELHI, May 14 (Agencies) — An 
A fghan Mn jahiriHin leader claimed Wednes- 
day that 5,000 Czechoslovak troops had 
arrived in Afghanistan about 10 days ago to 
reinforce Soviet forces. 

Mohammed Amin Wakman, secretary- 
general of the Afghan Social Democrat party, 
told a press conference that the Afghan 
freedom-fighters were " now fighting the 
Warsaw Pact.” 

Wakman who confirmed that a second 
anti-Russian uprising took place in Kabul in 
late April, predicted that “ a new intensive 
phase of the resistance ” would begin on May 
22, first day of the “ Jouza” month. 

In Brussels, meanwhile, NATO ministers 
called for the total imme diate withdrawal of 
all Soviet forces from Afghanistan. 

The ministers said in a communique that 
for the first time in the post-war era Soviet 
Union had used military force to impose its 
will on a non-aligned country and in a way 
which affected the overall strategic situation. 
“ Ministers denounced this use of force which 
jeopardizes international peace and stability 
and strikes at the principles of die U.N. char- 
ter, *' tire communique said. 

France and Greece were not present 
because they are not in the 15-nation 
alliance's military structure. Their foreign 
ministers will attend the NATO ministerial 
council's spring session in Ankara next 
month. 

Afghan fighters have called for a national 
convention of representatives of 28 
Afghanistan provinces and numerous tribes 
to form a united front against the Soviet- 
backed Barbak Karma! regime, according to 
reports in New Delhi Wednesday. 

Over 1 ,000 representatives are expected to 
take part in the" Loya Jirga " convention, to 
be held in the Pakistani bottler town of Pesh- 
war sometime this week. 

The convention will constitute a national 
council (parliament) with two representa- 
tives from each province and each tribe. A 
former judge of Afghanistan, now a refugee 
in Pakistan, will preside, the reports said.

NEW DELHI, May 14 (AP) - A man in' 
the western Indian city of Ujjain has filed a 
legal complaint against a monkey which be 
accused of bread] of peace, the United News 
of India has reported.
